REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Baldock et al (US 
5,282,881), cited in the previous office action, teaches reducing and oxidizing in the same 
fumace (column 6, lines 32-34 and 52-56), not in separate furnaces as claimed. Fuglegerg (US 
5,199,974) teaches recovering valuable metals form waste such as jarovite, which contains Zn, 
Pb and Fe (column 3, lines 54-64). The slag contains Fe, and the dust obtained contains Zn and 
Pb (column 4). The Zn and Pb are recovered. The slag is tapped either to fiirther treatment or 
into granulation (column 3, lines 31-34). The gas phase in the fumace was maintained reducing 
(column 4, lines 8 and 9). However, the prior art does not disclose or suggest producing second 
metal bearing fumes with an iron bearing slag after subjecting the Fe-bearing slag to an oxidizing 
step as claimed.
